A typhoon had struck the 
place two months before and breaking the banks 
flooded the whole country, Thus the pet feed- 
ing grounds could not be got.at, and as the 
weather was bright and sunny the ducks drifted 
with the tide sitting lazily'on the water till a 
boat came near them when they got roo yards 
off, With much hard work we got up 114 birds, 
Our bag included bean geese, pintail, mallard, 
merganser, shovellers, common teal, snipe our: 
few, and golden plover. We also saw some 
widgeon. theldrake, and a duck like the spot: 
bill of India which they call the black duck 
here, 

On our return to Swatow we thoroughly ex- 
plored the Chinese city and purchased some of 
the pewter work for which Swatow is famous, 
The many and varied evil odours which can be 
smelt ina small area in Swatow was a revela- 
tion even to us who are accustomed to athe 
perfumes of the Hongkong bazar, Seeing the 
Chinaman in his own village we began to 
appreciate him at his full worth, During 
the whole of our trip we received perfect 
civility and the villagers tonk the greatest in- 
terest in our sport going out of thelr way some- 
times to help us. Being new to shooting in 
Swatow we had omitted to take the follow:

GENERAL KUROPAT KIN. 


RUSSIA'S NEW COMMANDER-IN-CHIBF, 


A’ Reuter wire printed elsewhere in this 
issue, informs us that an Imperial ukase re 
lieves General Alexei Kuropatkin of the 
functions of war minister, and appoints him 
commander-in-chief of the army in Man- 
churia. It is interesting to- note that 
he is a very young man, (o hold so prom- 
ment a position, Only fifty-six years of age, 
the General has gone through all manner of 
experience as a soldier and as a diplomatist. 
Not content with making history, he has 
also written il, a goodly tale of volumes 
attesting to his energy in this direction. One 
of the strong Ministers of the Tzar, General 
Koropatkin gains much weight by the es- 
teem in which he is held by the officers and 
men alike of the great Russian Army. He 
became an officer at the age of eighteen, after 
having distinguished himself greatly in the 
military and cadet schools. The General 
has a great store of Asiatic knowledge, but it 
was mainly gathered in Central Asia, where 
he has seen much service.

Many have been the changes that have 
been effected within the past twenty .years 
towards the improvement of the Course and 
the Enclosure within Happy Valley, ‘The 
old wouden structure that did duty for a 
Grand stand was found far too small for the 
greatly increased community. ‘The building, 
once known as the Second Stand, has long 
been demolished, and the whole environ- 
ment within and around the paddock wears 
now a totally different and far more pleasing 
aspect than when the Jockey Club first 
entered upon its duty in 1885, A brick and 
masonry building of modern design with 
jockey and weighing rooms, has been substi- 
tuted forthe oldstand. Owners have properly- 
constructed stables for their expensive teams, 
and private stands for guests and their 
friends, in place of the ill-ventilated and 
badly adapted matsheds of the old time; 
a permanent judge’s box that serves its pro- 
per purpose as well as an ornament on the 
Grounds, has been erected, and the once 
unsightly nullah running along the margin: 
of the course has been properly trainéd and 
more recently covered in for the ‘whole 
length from the School-house to the Gate.
